New Delhi, the 24th September 1956 

S.R.O. 2144.—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 read with sub¬ 
section (2) of section 16 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (Act X of 1955), 
the Central Government hereby makes the following further amendment In the 
Cotton Textile (Control) Order, 1948, namely:— 

In clause 25 of the said Order,— 

(a) for sub-clause (1). the following sub-clause shall be substituted, namely:— 

"(1) No manufacturer or wholesale dealer shall have In his possession more 
than half the stock of cloth held by him during the preceding six 
months: 

Provided that no manufacturer or wholesale dealer in the State of West 
Bengal shall, in respsct of cloth manufactured by mills in that State, 
have in his possession more than one-sixth of the stock of such cloth 
held by turn during the preceding six months.” 

(b) in sub-clause (2) the words “cloth or” wherever they occur shall be 
omitted. 

(c) in sub-clause (3), item (ii) shall be omitted.
